WHAT MUNICIPAL 
OWNERSHIP COSTS 

EFFECT ON RATES AND TAXES 

Some Figures For Those Who Are 
Thinging First About the Immediate 
Effect on Their Pochetbooks 

Two questlonH nre uppermost In the 
tn I nils of most of the people now in 
doubt about the wisdom of voting 
bonds for the purchase of the local 
water system by the city. They are: 

What will he the effect on water 
rates? 

What will be the effei t on taxes? 

It would be a brave man who would 
set out to reduce the answers to math¬ 
ematical certainty because of the 
many complications involved in both 
•questions. Hut the News will attempt 
to throw some light on them. 

It Is practically certain that water 
rates will he no higher under muni¬ 
cipal ownership than they have been 
under tin present company. The city 
will not lie subject to am Increase In 
operating expenses which would not 
fall with equal force upon the com¬ 
pany if It continued In b tslness. There 
is a possibility that the i ost of water 
to the consumers would be lower with 
the development of additional sup¬ 
plies by the city, which would providt 
more water for dlstrlh itlon. The in¬ 
ability of the company to develop more 
water removes this possibility In case 
municipal ownership is turned down. 

further, there Is not only no pos¬ 
sibility of lowering the cost of water 
from the company, hut It is almost 
certain to be higher. The demand for 
water now presses hard upon the sup- 
As the city grows the demand 
domestic water Increases. The 
company’s stock is becoming distribut¬ 
ed among a larger number of domestic 
consumers and there will he a con¬ 
stantly decreasing amount per share 
to be allotted. 

Company’s Hands Tied 

There Is only one way In which thc 
company can develop a larger water 
supply. It cannot borrow the neces¬ 
sary money and Its only recourse Is 
levy very heavy assessments upon 
stock. If this Is done It wilt be 
burdensome to all stockholders. Sev¬ 
eral of the large stockholders and Ir¬ 
rigators who have pumping plants of 
their own anil are not entirely depen¬ 
dent upon the company for water are 
not In a mood to shoulder such a bur¬ 
den. 

If municipal ownership should be 
turned down and these large stock¬ 
holders should block further water de¬ 
velopment by preventing stock assess¬ 
ments It would he a question of only 
one or two years before there would be 
a serious shortage of water. What 
would be the result? The law says the 
actual domestic demand must be met 
first out of what water Is available. 
Then would come the Irrigators, and 
list the lawns and flower gardens. 
The Irrigators without an Independent 
supply would run the risk of losing 
their orchards, and the lawns and flow¬ 
ers which form so lurge a part of the 
beauty of Sierra Madre would he de¬ 
stroyed. 

Taxes Versus Interest 

The question of taxes Is a compli¬ 
cated one. The proportions of water 
stock to property held vary so much 
that each case would have to he work¬ 
out by Itself to satisfy everyone. 


Hut obviously tin' fairest way of ar¬ 
riving at a correct conclusion is to 
consider the city In tile aggregate, de- 
derminlng the cost of the proposed 
<111,000 bond Issue and the cost of 
maintaining the company under the 
present arrangement. Mr. Max Wbllf 
has prepared some figures showing 
this relation very clearly. 

The city has agreed to pay the com¬ 
pany $96,000 for its holdings, the com¬ 
pany to liquidate its bonded debt out 
of this amount. Allowing $30,000 for 
retiring the bonds and for liquidation 
expense. $68,000 Is left to be distri¬ 
buted among tile stockholders. Hence 
It Is eminently fair to assume that as 
long as tin* stockholders have their 
money tied up in the company they 
ire paying Interest on. $66,000, which 
ought to he worth V/< to them. During 
the year 1910 they also paid assess¬ 
ments of 26 cents per share, an amount 
which there is every reason to expect 
might he continued for years *o come 
It is in fact a low estimate of tile 
assessments that might he expected. 
The annual expense, then, of run¬ 
ning the present company may he 
stated thus: 

Interest on $66,000 sit 7(4 .$4,630 

Assessments, 26c per share .... 2,200

LOWER LIGHT RATES SECURED 

Edison Company Makes Concessions 
for Domestic Consumers 


ply.

rntal present cost .$6,620 

Suppose the city issues bonds for 
$111,000 to buy out the company and 
moke improvements and extensions. 
An annual payment of $58.26 will re¬ 
tire a 5(4 bond for $1,000 at the end 
of 40 years. To retire $111,000 in that 
period would require an annual expen¬ 
diture of $6,469. The difference be¬ 
tween tills amount and $6,820 of $351 
represents the aggregate saving over 
the present arrangement. 

As a matter of fact the comparison 
should lie made on the basis of tin 
cost of retiring only $96,000 instead of 
$111.00(1, for the extra $15,000 is to 
provide for further development which 
does not enter Into the expense shown 
for the operation of the company. To 
retire $96,000 In 40 years will require 
an annual expenditure of $5,600. a sav¬ 
ing of $1,220 over what the stockhold¬ 
ers of tlie company are actually pay¬ 
ing under the present arrangement. 

WOMEN MAY REGISTER 

While there Is no advantage in 
women registering at tills time, there 
Is no legal obstacle to prevent them 
from doing so If they wish. The law 
provides that voters (outside of special 
charter cities) must lie registered at 
least thirty days before any elect! >n 
at which they wish to vote. The reg¬ 
istration period for the water bond 
election on November 7 hail passed by 
at tlie time of the election of October 
it) when the suffrage amendment was 
adopted. So far as known at thi- 
time there will lie no other election 
in Sierra Madre before January 1, 1912 
Beginning at that time a new great 
register of all voters will la- made ij 
and voters who register now will have 
to register again after January I and 
before the general election next fall 
Consequently there is no advantage t 
lie gained in registering at this time in 
precincts where there are no elections 
to be held before January 1 Hut. us 
already stated, there is no legal obstacl. 
in tlie way of those women who wish 
to lie enrolled as qualified voters, as 
the realization of a long deferred hope.

Corning soon after the announcement 
of lower gas rates, Sierra Madre house¬ 
holders have reason to feel good over 
tile prospect of lower electric lighting 
utes. The B>1 Ison Company has signi¬ 
fied a willingness to make a reduction 
of 1 cent per kilowatt from tin* present 
domestic rate. A new street lighting 
:ontract for the city and tlie furnishing 
if tungsten lamps at cost to the eon 
sumer are also on the calendar for tlie 
near future. 

Announcement of the terms which 
tlie Edison Company would grant was 
made at a called meeting of the Board 
of Trade Wednesday evening, by 
Messrs Neelands and Childs, repre¬ 
senting the company. The meeting 
marked the culmination of tlie work of 
a special committee on lighting rates 
of which N. W. Tarr was chairman. 
President Welsher called upon him to 
report for the committee. He spoke 
if tlie work done by the committee to 
determine where electric current could 
lie secured on the best terms, which 
Imd resulted in the Edison Company 
submitting a proposition. He said he 
preferred to have the consumers pass 
upon the proposition themselves and 
Messrs. Neelands and Childs were pres- 
nt to state the company’s position. 

Both representatives of the company 
dwelt at lengtli upon the company’s 
desire to give Sierra Madre the best 
serv ice possible. They paid Mr, Tarr 
i high compliment us an advocate of 
the city's cause, and the audience had 
opportunity to see for themselves in 
tin- discussion which followed that the 
compliment was well merited. They 
stated the concessions outlined above, 
which the company would grant. The 
reduction of 1 cent per kilowatt in 
the domestic rate would Involve no 
change in the $1 monthly minimum. 
The furnishing of the new non-fragile 
tungsten lamps at cost they urged as 
import nit, inasmuch as tungsten lamps 
burn only half as much current as 
carbon lamps of equal eandlepower. 
The free renewals of carbon lamps will 
be continued as in the past. The an¬ 
nouncement that the new rate would 
lake effect January 1 met with consid¬ 
erable opposition from the consumers 
present who thought they had waited 
long enough and wanted it made effect 
jve Immediately. A compromise was 
effected by Mr. Childs agreeing to hav 
the rate mad - effective December 1 if 

possible. 

The present street lighting contract 
has about two years yet to run. Mr 
Childs said the company would abro¬ 
gate the contract if the city would in¬ 
crease tlie number of lamps from 85 
to lfifi and use tungsten lamps at n 
slightly increased rate per lamp. Hl» 
request for a five-year contract met 
with Immediate and strong opposition 
and he finally agreed to have a three 
year contract drawn, for the consider 
at ion of the city trustees. 

After a discussion participated in by 
a large number of persons, both tli 
j domestic and street lighting proposi 
tions were indorsed unanimously. 


NO RAKE-OFF ON BONDS 

Many taxpayers have allowed them¬ 
selves to become worried over the 
question of the compensation of the 
City treasurer for handling the money 
in case the $111,000 water bond issue 
is voted. Their concern arises from 
the difference of opinion over the in¬ 
terpretation of tlie law which says the 
treasurer may credit himself with one 
per cent of all moneys received and 
paid" by him. There is no personal 
element in their argument. It is not 
a question of whether this or that man 
will get the percentage. They simply 
argue that two ppr cent is too much 
I" be paid any man for simply taking 
in and paying out such an amount, and 
have shown a disposition to vote 
against the water bonds if such an ex¬ 
pense is involved. 

Ample assurance can he given that 
the correct interpretation of the law' 
is that the treasurer shall receive only 
one per cent, and that after the money 
lias been both received and paid out. 
There has already been a superior court 
decision on this point. Furthermore, 
this interpretation was adopted unam- 
imously by the department of city at¬ 
torneys at the recent convention of 
the League of California Municipalities 
at Santa Barbara, it was considered 
at length by a committee on laws, 
which included Assistant Secretary 
Locke of the League, City Attorney 
Carr of Pasadena. City Attorney Kirk- 
kride of San Mateo, and City Attorney 
Davis of Burlingame. They reported 
their recommendation to tlie depart¬ 
ment of attorneys where, after some 
further discussion, it was adopted 
unanimously. So it seems that the city 
cannot be made to pay more than one 
per cent on the money. 

There is a further possibility that an 
even smaller percentage will lie paid 
Before another election the city trus¬ 
tees will doubtless pass an urdiname 
fixing tlie treasurer's compensation, 
probably at a fixed amount, based on 
the percentage of an average years 
business. This would take effect at 
the beginning of the next term, in 
April. in tlie even that the bonds 
carry there is a probability that tin 
adjustment of all matters pertaining t 
tlie transaction will occupy five or six 
months, so that the money would noi 
actually be paid until after the new 
salary ordinance had gone into effect. 
In that event there would be no per- 
ntage to la* paid by tlie city

Sties of Talc Employed In 
Industry. 

_ _ -uni was made in rnising 

the annual production of talc or soap¬ 
stone in tlie United States to 150.719 
short tons in HUH. an increase of Hi 
per cent in quantity and 30 per cent 
In value compared with tlie production 
In 1909. according to .1. S. Diller of the 
United States geological survey 
Talc is usually marketed in the rough 
from the mine, sawed into slabs and 
made up into manufactured objects 
such as laundry tubs or ground Into 
powder In 1910 69 per cent of the talc 
was ground and 21 per cent made into 
slabs and manufactured. The product 
of New York is practically all ground 
Vermont ranks second and produces 
both ground laic and soapstone. \ ir 
gtnla. the third In rauk. produces some 
ground talc, hut a large amount of 
soapstone. In the product Ion of which 
It outranks all other states. 

Most of the ground talc is used in the 
manufacture of paper of various kinds, 
especially building paper. It finds ap 
plication also in the manufacture of 
molded rubber forms and as foundry 
facings and paints. It readily absorbs 
grease and Is used to remove spots 
from silk and to blench cotton goods 
On account of Its slipperiness, one of 
its most important properties, it is 
widely used lo lessen friction, nud for 
this purpose it is dusted Into gloves 
and shoes and blown Into conduits to 
ease tlie Introduction of electric wires 
or other conductors. One of its widest 
applications is in toilet powders, most 
of which nre made from high grade 
talc Imported from Europe.

CARING FOR CUT GLASS. 

How to Handle Delicate Ware So It 

Will Retain Beauty. 

It Is seldom that tin girl who sells 
the cut glass in t lie big department 
stores can tell you precisely what to do 
In order to preserve these beautiful 
and expensive articles, but one young 
lady, wbo owns several costly pieces 
and who is overciii huslastic concern¬ 
ing them, says that with the proper 
care they ate a Joy forever and a de¬ 
light to behold. 

As a warning she says that it re¬ 
quires considerably more care and at¬ 
tention than does silverware, as cut 
glass will not stand any rough han¬ 
dling while being polish: d. This brittle 
article is actually the most fragile 
In the world of the housewife. It 
seems to await Its chance to shatter, 
and therefore if the following rules are 
adhered to breakage will be reduced 
to the smallest percentage: 

Keep it in a china closet that has 
a rail or support that will avert its 
slipping. 

Make sure that the shelf Is strong t 
hold the weight If the pieces are 
large. 

Never rinse under running v/ater. 
Prepare water for washing in a 
wooden pan or dish tub and fold a 
towel on lilt: bottom so that the pieces 
can rest on Its cushiony layers. 

Make the water tepid, add ammonia 
and have Just u good white soup, a 
camel’s hair brush (sold for this pur¬ 
pose: and a lintless cloth. 

Rinse with water of the same tern 
perature and dry with a soft towel, 
polishing afterward with tissue paper 
that comes for this purpose, or yon 
can use a new clean chamois. 

Do not pill grease of any kind in 
these pieces, not even blitter, ns grease 
makes them cloudy, and yon can never 
polish them as brightly after so using. 

Brushing should always be done 
with the softest brushes procurable. 
StlfT brushes scratch unmercifully. But 
a brush must be used to clean the 
crevices, so It cannot be dispensed 
with. 

Never use tacks or buckshot to clean 
the Inside of bottles, jugs and pitchers, 
but the ground shell of an egg. salt 
and lemon or a little white vinegar. 

A piece of raw potato soaked in a 
carafe or any of the deeper pieces will 
help to make brightening a light task 
and cleaning still easier. 

HOW TO MAKE A FLYTRAP. 

Simple Apparatus Has Been Found 

Effective In Denver. 

It is a simple thing to destroy flies 
by the millions with a homemade fly 
trap similar in construction to those 
In use in Denver. These traps were 
made by the convicts in the Colorado 
penitentiary. 

The apparatus is simply a box. the 
size of a starch box or larger, of which 
the sides tire removed, leaving the bot¬ 
tom and two ends, and replaced with 
mosquito wire. A large tin funnel, 
about ten or twelve inches across at 
the top. is inserted Into the bottom of 
the flytrap in an Inverted position 
The box is sup|>orted so as to be about 
three Inches from the ground. Under 
the funnel Is placed a saucer of vln 
egnr. and some brown sugar Is scatter¬ 
ed around After eating the sugar the 
flies go up Into the funnel, the Inside 
opening of which is near the top of 
the box. When the box Is half full of 
dead lilt's it cun be emptied by remov¬ 
ing the funnel or by making a trap¬ 
door nt one end. 

How to Preserve Mauve Color. 

I was delighted to find by experltut nt 
that to prevent my lavender and mauve 
gowns or ribbons from fading It was 
only necessary to put tin* soiled ar 
tides In cold water with common bak 
tng sotla milled lo the proportion of 
one tablespoonfiil of soda to half n cal 
Ion of water. Let soak half an hour, 
then wash carefully In slightly warm 
soapsuds, using little soap: rinse well 
anil dry in the shade. For other col¬ 
ors table salt of same proportion Is 
most effectual to prevent fading. How¬ 
ever, one teaspoonful muriatic add to 
a gallon of water Is the beat tiling to 
use for light blue fabrics, and your 
daintiest blue frocks are thus kept 
looking like new after many launder 
Ings. Harper’s Bazar. 

How to Wash Ponqee. 

Never use hot water In washing pon¬ 
gee Instead use a suds made from 
lukewarm water with per.' white soap. 
Never rub II on tin' bo"Vd. but In the 
hands, r.s the board draws the threads. 
Rinse In several wafers of the same 
temperature, hang out In the air until 
if Is dry. then iron Do not sprinkle or 
dampen It. Any moisture, even of a 
damp doth, will spoil a'l the good re¬ 
sults or the careful wn-hlng If treat¬ 
ed In this way it will look like new.— 
Housekeeper 

How to Hang a Skirt. 

Slip on the skirt you are innklng, 
then slip on a no. her !:lrt which hangs.

HOW TO CLEAN LEATHER.' 

Furnitura Upholstered With It Re¬ 
quires Frequent Attention. 

The cleaning of leather upholstered 
furniture Is a question that concerns 
almost every housewife, for those who 
do not possess one or more pieces of 
the padded leather kind have at least 
the leather seated diners that require 
refurbishing thu-e or four limes a year. 

hi preparing to deau such a piece 
it is best to have the necessary nia 
terluls al baud, so that the work can 
lie finished at once and without risk of 
Injuring the furniture, as there would 
be a liability if the different operations 
of the work were noi done in rapid 
sequence. 

Procure three large size cheesecloths, 
a basinful of tep.'J or nearly warm 
water, to which has been added a little 
vinegar, say a tablespoouful. and a miv 
ture of the whites of two eggs and a 
Half pint ol turpentine The mixture 
Is best uiadi b.v first beating tile eggs 
to a froth and placing It In a liott e 
before the turpentine, anti then before 
each application it Is well shaken in 
the lioltie. 

Large pieces of leather furniture arc 
gone over In sect Iona, first with the 
cheesecloth which has been (lipped In 
the warm water to which has been 
added the vinegar, and then after be¬ 
ing carefully ivlned with a dry cheese 
doth it is polished with a dieesedoth 
or chamois slightly saturated with the 
egg rli » mill turpentine mixture. Aft

Any leather covered article, such as 
seat pads and even gocarts. not leav 
lug oat the (Ini! calf or gun metal shoe, 
can he renovated after a fashion by 
thi' same process, and shiny leather 
thus treated will admit of a polish 
more readily than before It Is applied 

THE CARE OF CANARIES. 

How to Keep Birds So They Will Bo 
Healthy and Sing. 

In selecting a canary one of the 
cross breed*. pure canary with a strain 
of goldfinch or hulirindi. is the best to 
choose, as they are much hardier than 


fhc pure canary and have splendid 
voices. The best food for canaries is 
canary and rape seed, one part of 
rape to three of canary. From April 
to September they should have a lift'e 
fresh green food every day. either 
ebiefeweed. watercress or lettuce, snys 
Our Dumb Animals. A lump of sngar 
should always be kept between the 
cage wires within easy reach. 

Always give it canary u batb the first 
thing in the morning. After cleaning, 
the bottom of the cage should lie 
sprinkled with gravel and sand (not 
sand from tht* seashore, as the salt will 
kill the bird. 

Never hang the cage in a draft or a \ 
stiff breeze, as canaries are very sit - - j 
eeptible to cold Neither should it re¬ 
main uncovered In a lighted room at 
night, as the bird's song is liable to 
become impaired because of its uerv 
ons temperament. 

—————— 

How to Make Starch. 

When making starch have a kettle of 
boiling water. In a clean enameled 
saucepan stir until smooth half a cup¬ 
ful of starch and one cupful of cold 
water. Then gradually add boiling 
water, stirring all the time. Boil the 
starch for ten minutes, stirring con¬ 
stantly. 

Now add a little white wax or a 
piece of sperm candle. If wax or can¬ 
dle is not available use a teaspoonful 
of butter or lard, ("over the saucepan 
and let tile starch simmer twenty min¬ 
utes longer. Add :t few drops of blu¬ 
ing. 

The amount of boiling water added 
to the starch and cold water will de¬ 
pend upon how stiff the articles are to 
be made For shirt bosoms, outfs and 
collars add one quart of boiling water. 
For dresses, underskirts, etc., use two 
quarts of boiling water. 

How to Preserve Pineapple. 

When preserving pineapple let the 
fruit stand overnight In the sugar It 
is to be put up with. The sugar 
draws out the juices of the fruit, and 
It is ready to cook I lit' next morning, 
usually without the addition of other 
moistening. Il will only require three 
minutes' cooking after il has reached 
tlic I lolling point. Use two-thirds or 
J three-quarters of a pound of sugar to
